Dear Mr. Patrick: 

It is my understanding that the Federal Communications Commission is presently 
considering Docket 87-14 which proposes the reallocation of the 220-222 MHz band from 
amateur rdio to land-mobile service. 

As you know, both public and private emergency service organizations acknowledge 
that amateur radio operators form an indispensable communications network during 
emergencies. In fact, emergency communications are even described in the FCC 
regulations as one of the basic purposes of the amateur service. The 220-222 MHz band is 
extremely important for the future improvement of such emergency communications 
because of the development of packet radio. When emergency communications are . 
limited to voice or teletype, they can be slow and inaccurate. With packet radio, written 
documents can be quickly and accurately transmitted from the emergency site. Packet 
radio communications for emergencies need the 220-222 MHz band, especially for high- 
volume communications between cities. Unless the 220-222 MHz band issue is settled 
permanently, amateurs will have to stop building these high-volume packet radio net- 
works. 

The 220-222 MHz band offers the best access to amateurs and does a great service to the 
emergency care provider community. I urge you to keep the 220-222 MHz band in amateur 
service. 

Thank you for your consideration of this important matter.

N4ET, Don, Manager of Gator Net, writes, ‘‘KB9LT returned to 
the traffic nets after a ‘sabatical’ only to have to take off for Illinois 
because of a family illness. We hope as you read this that he is back 
home and things are back to normal for him. Welcome back,

“High QNI for December was W3CUL followed closely by K4JI, 
N4ET, W4IYT, WA4JDH, N2ADX, KY4U, AB4EA, W4KLY, and 
WC4D. 

“Conditions seem to be holding up OK on 3651 kHz so it looks like 
we will be able to avoid moving to 40 meters during the winter 
months. 

“My one New Year’s resolution is to replace my 80/40 antenna 
which was demolished during the St. Patrick’s Day tornado in 1985. 
[had hurriedly patched it up by splicing what remnants of wire and 
lead-in that I could find and that’s the way it has been ever since. 

“Good luck with your New Year resolutions. 73, Don, N4ET.”’ 

WX4H, Mort, shares news of QFN. He writes, ‘‘Whew. December 
is over and the NTS should return to a form of normalcy again. I 
would like to commend the different nets for their handling of 
traffic during the holiday season. Ample stations attended nets at 
all levels so that there was very little hold up concerning the 
volumes of messages sent and received. The region net needed 
more EAN reps but EAN had multiple people, and it was a 
pleasure. 

“QFN did well and my compliments to all for their help. I cannot 
list you all but believe me you are up for honorable mention. 

‘Have you ever really listened to check in activity on QFN? Do it 
sometime and notice the happenings: great rush to check in, 
doubling, low or high frequency. Remember the net is QNZ; NCS 
sets up and does not move. You QNZ on him at all times. If he is off 
3651 kHz, make a note so that when you are off frequency handling 
traffic, you can return to NCS operations. The NCS tries to be as 
efficient as possible moving stations with the lowest count of traffic 
into position one and those with heavier traffic counts following. 
Note this concerning the 4RN and RN5 reps. 
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‘Years ago I put SVC in the wrong place and K4SCL told me to 
get a traffic handlers’ book — need I say more? If SVC is a problem 
use the alternative and make up your own message with the par- 
ticulars included. Also, states are always two letters — consult.the 
Guide. I have often wondered — while the message date is ultra 
important, how serious is the filing of message time? Maybe 
someone has an answer. WD4KBW is a new QFN check in, and Bill 
was hesitant to check into anything but QFNS at one time. I en- 
courage Stations to try QFN. The NCS will work with you. Before 
long you will be handling traffic just like the rest of the regular 
members. 

‘Enough nonsense for this time. Have a great year in 1988, check 
in often, bring traffic, take traffic to other nets if necessary, but be 
active and contribute. Mort, WX4H.”’ 

I tend to panic when, as NCS, I have 50 QTC listed in one session. 
However, the outstanding cooperation of reps and members made 
the hectic position of QFN NCS during the heavy traffic holiday 
season a pleasant challenge. The great number of messages 
spurred Doc, WA4HDH, to investigate high QTC totals of past 
years. He reports some of his findings. 

“In April, 1960, the first recorded QFN QTC record was 463. In 
May, 1960, the QTC was 411. Don, K4FMA, now W4WJ, was the QFN 
reporter to Florida Skip back in those days and he did an excellent 
job. In fact, Don is responsible for early QFN information that no 
one else had. 

‘All hands should remember that only one session of QFN was 
held daily so some of the low QTC was because less time was used 
as net time. The December, 1960, reported QTC was 810 with 
K4CNY ‘AB’ as top hand. QFN began its double session on 
February 1, 1961, when at 0300 Z, the first late session was started. 

“The first time QFN broke the QTC 1K mark was December, 
1961, as reported by Don, K4FMA, ‘Jerry, K4UBR, was still sorry 
for the 6 missing QNS reports which would have given QFN a 

- goodly boost.’ ”’ 

Thanks for digging out all that information for us, Doc. I’m 
anxious to see this December’s total as several sessions passed 
over 40 QTC. N4ET’s invitation to stations to try the NCS position 
and WX4H’s plea for new members and greater coverage with 
assurances of understanding and speed variance brought back 
memories. I recall 1979: Jan. Novice license; Mar. first QFNS 
QNI; Aug. made General and my first QFN QNI with WA4EIC on a 
telephone in left hand and Key in right hand (W4MEE-NCS) -Blaine 
said ‘“‘GO”’ at least 3 times before I jumped in to that 35 WPM blitz - 
— Doug came back at 45 WPM. Blaine said, ‘‘Send your name and 
QTH.”’ - I did — then a 55 WPM string of CW from Doug - Blaine 
said ‘“‘Send 73 and sign.’’ - did. Whew! That went on three times 
before I dared try alone. But the NCS slowed down a little for me 
and I recall how proud I was the first time the NCS didn’t have to 
slow down and the night K4SCL actually speeded up to send me his. 
QTC. If it had not been for the patience of the QFN/S members and 
encouragement from WA4EIC and WA4PFK I would never have 
had the pleasure of remembering my first time as QFN/S NCS, 
RN5 rep. and 4RN rep. As 1988 begins with new Novices moving up 
through the ranks, let’s remember the help we received from other 
traffic handlers and extend the same patient encouragement to the 
many new stations investigating traffic handling. 

I was sorry to hear that Joe Tezber, KB4LKT, of QFNS recently 
became a silent key. He was also active in the Venice Radio Club. 
We extend sympathy to his wife, Regina, and family. 


SSB AND ALL VOICE NETS

As many of you are well aware, NTS formal written traffic is 
being delivered on the packet BBS (Bulletin Board System ) here in 
the State of Florida. For the most part it is being met with great 
enthusiasm from the existing packet community which are mainly 
experimenter types, not NTS veterans.

However my time is 
already filled (that’s a lot of why you haven’t seen an article in 
several months) with a BBS and running the FADCA Network 
Committee. 

There are several issues that exist in packet traffic handling that 
need a forum that most traffic handlers read. I believe that this one 
is the best for that purpose. From the hams I know, I would dare to 
say Florida Skip is read by more traffic handlers than any other 
publication in Florida. So in light of my crowded schedule and the 
need for more experience in traffic handling, I believe there is a 
better man for the job. The trouble is, I don’t know his name, 
because he hasn’t volunteered yet. So if you are interested in 
packet and traffic handling, please speak up and send Andy Clark 
your name. The address of Florida Skip is on the inside cover. NTS 
and packet as a marriage are going to continue to grow and its 
needs will become greater as time goes on. So a dedicated person to 
write about it is badly needed. I can be of service by explaining the 
viewpoint and needs of the packet BBS operator (SYSOP), since I 
am one. But an editor to take the bull by the horns from the NTS 
side is lacking.

Florida over the last few months. A system based on AREA CODE 
and the 3 digit exchange system would move the mail as well as ZIP 
CODES. It would also be easily identifiable for delivery. As a 
station checked into the local PBBS (Packet Bulletin Board 
System), he would know immediately which NTS messages he 
could deliver. After all, they would be right there, identified by the 
AREA CODE and exchange. It can obviously be determined if it is 
a local phone call. I would really like to hear from you about all this 
and any other ideas you have. I will not be able to answer all the 
letters, but they all will be read and considered. This is a reason 
we need a person with more time and knowledge of NTS for this 
column. I would gladly supply a short news article about Florida 
packet to add to the total coverage besides representing the PBBS 
side. Please consider all this and some of you write just to say hello, 
even if you don’t have any desire to write a column.

GET ACQUAINTED WITH DAVE TALLEY!

His picture on the front page of the November issue of SKIP anda 
mistake he called to my attention to aroused my curiosity about 
who he was and what he really knew about MARS. This is what I 
found out! 

Dave was first licensed as an Amateur in New York in 1917 and 
was given the call sign of 2PF in 1919. Believe or not his current call 
sign is W2PF. He joined the ARMY AMATEUR RADIO SYSTEM 
when it was organized in 1926 and was appointed ist Lieutenant in 
the SIGNAL CORPS. RESERVE (NY, NJ, AND DEL.). As Radio 
Aide to the signal officer of SECOND CORPS he was responsible for 
organizing and directing the operations of AARS nets. 

From October 1940 to December 7, 1941 he was a Major in the 
Signal Corps acting in the capacity of Liaison Officer, AARS in the 
Office of the Chief Signal Officer, Washington, DC. In charge of all 
AARS operations and used the call sign WLNA. This means that he 
contributed much to the formulation of the organization that finally 
became the branch of the Department of Defense that is now known 
as MARS. 

After WWII he returned to New York and joined the MILITARY 
AMATEUR RADIO SYSTEM which was organized in November 
26, 1948 by the authority of the Secretaries of the ARMY and AIR 
FORCE. His first MARS call was A2PF. 

Dave is now retired Lt. Colonel from the ARMY of the UNITED 
STATES. Since retiring he has been a Telecommunications Con- 
sultant and a Radio and Telephone Transmission and Switching 
Engineer. In 1977 he moved to Florida and remains active in MARS 
(AAR4PF) and AMATEUR Radio. 

More specifically he is Director Emeritus of The Radio Club of 
America; a former Director of the Armed Forces Communications 
and Electronics Association; a charter member of the Quarter 
Century Wireless Association; a 60-year member of ARRL; anda 
life member of IEEE and the IEEE Vehicular Technology Society. 
Each of these organizations has awarded him for his contribution 
he has made to their group and to AMATEUR RADIO as a whole.

After a six week absence from the air waves the new IBM 
Amateur Radio Club 2 meter repeater is back on the air. Along with 
the new VHF repeater a new UHF repeater was added by the club. 

The VHF repeater is on 144.69 input/145.29 output. The UHF 
repeater is on 447.875 input/ 442.875 output with a PL of 3Z (123 Hz). 

In early November the club received the new Motorola MSR 2000 
continuous duty VHF base station repeater. This was very timely, 
due to the fact, that the day it was received the old repeater went up 
in smoke. 

The old repeater was in excess of 20 years old and gave many 


years of reliable service. 
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After over 200 man hours given by Del Ficklin (KD4B), and Bob 
Jankuv (WA2HFA), of system design and integration, the new 
repeaters were installed. 

The VHF repeater has an output of approximately 70 watts into a 
Celwave Superstation Master vertical antenna. The new UHF 
repeater is a Spectrum SCR 4000. It has an output of 30 watts into an 
8 element folded dipole array. Both antennas are at 109 feet above 
average terrain. 

The two new repeaters are on battery backup and motor 
generator emergency power. Both repeaters were installed, and 
came to life at 11:53 p.m. on December 26, 1987. Thanks to the in- 
Stallation crew of: Jim Paolantonio (WA4AZP), Gary Wisgo 
( WB4Y YB), Mike Lukens (N4KBC), Chuck Statkus (N4PLA), Del 
Ficklin (KD4B), and Bob Jankuv (WA2HFA). Thanks also to all 
those who offered their help to get these repeaters up and running. 

Many thanks to the City of Boca Raton, Captain Bruce Silk 
(KC4GH) of the Boca Raton Fire Department, and Steve Kayworth 
(WA4WNE) for allowing the IBM Amateur Radio Club to use the 
147.255 repeater while our new machine was being constructed and 
installed.

00 CORNER

It has been noted during early morning and early evening get 
togethers for rag chewing, etc., that some amateur stations use 
more power than is required. The Federal Communications 
Commission rule is that you use only the power that is required for 
communications. That rules out those who use maximum limit 
amplifiers to talk across town. The worst part of it is those who try 
to get an additional punch by turning up the mike gain and thereby 
have wide signals and cause splatter up and down the band. Its too 
bad that they don’t spend some money on a station monitor so they 
can tell when they are very broad. Turn down the power gentlemen 
and let the rest of us enjoy our hobby too. 

There are several repeaters around the state that do not have the 
SLANT BAR sign in the CW identification of the station. Rule 87.84 
d(1) requires the slant bar be sent followed by RPT or R. 


USING SIMPLEX FREQUENCIES 

Have you heard an operator say that he can’t go to simplex 
because he doesn’t have it programmed in? Or maybe you’ve heard 
one say that he won’t go to simplex because he’s paid his dues for 
the repeater, and by gosh he’s gonna use it no matter what! 

Actually, all hams should be able to quickly switch to a simplex 
frequency for lengthy QSOs. One advantage is that there is no timer 
on simplex. Another is that there will be less likelihood of “‘break- 
ins.’’ If you can copy the other station on the repeater input, you 
can usually work him simplex. 

You should ahve a couple of simplex frequencies readily 
available in your memory. On 2 meters around our area, switches 
to 652, 655 and 658 are generally made, with 6535, 6565 and 6595 used 
if the first three should be busy. 

A simplex frequency on UHF is hardly needed. However, 600 is 
the National Simplex frequency and 661 is easy to remember. 

The same applies even more so on 220 where 235 is the National 


Simplex frequency. 2 METERS
